As directed by the Act 7 & 8 Viet., c. 81, sec. 56, I have the honour to 
submit herewith, in order to their being laid before Parliament, General 
Abstracts of the Marriages registered in Ireland, from 1st January to 31st 
December, 1854. 

In reference to these xYbstracts, I beg to state, that they do not contain the 
entire number of Marriages solemnized in this country, as all those celebrated 
by the Roman Catholic clergy are specially exempted from registration by 
the provisions of the Act referred to, — sec. 3. 

The following Table shows the number of Marriages recorded in each year 
from 1845* to 1854; the mode in which they were performed; the numbers 
and proportion per cent, of Minors, of Widowers and Widows ; and of persons 
who signed the Registers with marks : —

* The Act 7 & 8 Vic., c. 81, came into operation on the 1st of April, 1845. 
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The Marriages registered in 1854 amounted to 771 (or 7'6 percent.) less 
than those in 1853, and were also below those registered in 1849, ’50, and ’52. 
The decrease in 1854 extends to every class included in the Abstracts, Jews 
excepted ; amongst the Society of Friends is the largest relative diminution, their 
Marriages, in 1854, having been 42 per cent, under those of 1853. In the Estab- 
lished Church the falling off has been only 0-7 per cent., and in the Presbyterian 
Church G‘5 per cent. ; whilst in Registered Buildings, which include the Marriages 
of Methodists, Independents, and other religious communities, the Marriages are 
23 per cent, under those of 1853 ; in the Registrars’ offices, (or by civil contract,) 
they diminished 11 per cent. These decreases are shown in the following- table:—

The proportion of persons who married under 21 years of age was greater in 
1854 than in 1853, the increase being 0-37 per cent, males, and 0-72 per cent, 
females. The proportion per cent, of parties re-married slightly decreased ; and 
it is satisfactory to observe, that the numbers who signed the Registers with marks 
have diminished — the males being 0 67 per cent., and the females 1-64 per cent, 
less than in 1853. 

The total number of Marriages in each province, and in those counties and dis-

Six Presbyterian Meeting-houses were registered for the solemnization of 
Marriages during 1854. Since the Act 7 & 8 Viet., c. 81, came into operation, 
to the 31st of last December, 561 places of worship, in connexion with the Pres- 
byterian body, were registered ; of these, 33 have been from time to time either 
disused as places of public worship, or re-registered in consequence of having 
been transferred from one presbytery to another ; there were, therefore, only 528 
Presbyterian Meeting-houses at the close of 1854, in which Marriages might law- 
fully be celebrated. 

There were not any “ Buildings” registered under sec. 27 during 1S54. The 
total numbers registered at the end of that year were 126, of these three have 
been disused, and one is a Meeting-house belonging to the Society of Friends ; 
there were, therefore, 122 Registered Buildings in which Marriages might law- 
fully be solemnized on 31st December last. They may be classified thus: —

743 Licenses for Marriage were granted by District Registrars in 1864. 

At the period of transmitting the Annual Abstracts in former years, 1 con- 
sidered it my duty to bring under the notice of the Lord Lieutenant the great 
want which is experienced of a general system of Registration of Births, Deaths, 
and Marriages in this country ; and in 1852 I submitted an estimate, for His 
Excellency's consideration, showing that the probable cost of so important a 
measure would little exceed one farthing in the pound on the Poor Law Valua-

The applications made at the General Register Office, for certificates oi Bnths 
and Deaths have considerably increased, and instances are very numerous, in 
which great difficulty is experienced and much expense incurred in endeavouring 
to procure certificates from local Registers, which are often found to be very
